Shortly after 1 o’clock the two men 
met near the Del mar hotel, and eye­ 
witnesses to the shooting say Biri 
drew a No. 38 calib re revolver from 
his pocket.

Rutherford in his aifidavlt says that 
he and Hottman were reared together 
on adjoining farms near 
Marshall: 
Mo., and that they afterwards worked 
together as coal miners in the mines 
at Higginsville where Mrs. Myers was 
married to her first husb and. He says 
he was on very intimate term s with 
Hottmdn and is Still his friend, though 
he professes to have no friendship for 
Mrs. Myertf. 
The miner declares in the aflidavit 
that he had frequent conversations 
with Hottman b efore the killing of 
Mr. Myers in which Hottman intimat­ 
ed that he was jealous of the attention 
that the man he accuses was paying 
to Mrs. Myers.

JAPANESE SHIPS COMING. 


Will Visit Sa n Fra ncisco Within Nex t 
Few Mo nths. 


San Francisco, Dec. 20.—The Japan­ 
ese warships will visit San Francisco 
^ithin the next few months, despite 
reports to the contrary.

The first steam motor car of the Ko-

The car is 77% feet in length, 
9 feet 8 inches in width and 15 feet 
high. There are four compartments, 
the front containing the engine, the 
next set apart for baggage and ex-. 
press pack ages, adjoining a smok ing I 
compartment .vith twelve seats, and 
the next the coach proper, containing 
fifty seats. 
The car Is equipped with a steam 
motor, and burns oil as fuel. It is a 
double engine, with 11-inch cylinder 
diameter and 12-inch strok e. A tank 
under the engine will hold 1.000 gal­ 
lons of oil, and there are two water 
tank s with 2,000 gallon capacity. 
The 
fuel wil hold for a run of 200 miles 
and the water for 50 mile^. 
Tlie entire car, including the ma­ 
chinery, weighs 90 tons, and it cost 
$22,500. The motor is capable of at­ 
taining a speed of fifty miles an hour. 
The car is fitted with all the latest im­ 
provements and it presents a very 
handsome appearance.

Desy of Montreal, Canada, a 
civil 
engineer wh o 
spent several 
month s last year in India, at th e in­ 
stance of th e English government, on 
work connected with dredging 
th e 
Jalum river in Cash mere, Is in th e 
city to confer with th e Bucyrus com­ 
pany, says th e 
Milwaukee Sentinel. 
It is th e purpose to build an electric 
power plant and also to supply irri­ 
gation, 
redeeming 
300,000 
square 
miles of arid land. Mr. Desy says th e 
climate of Cash mere is fine, but th e 
remainder of India is bad. Th e coldest 
days th ere are as h ot as th e most tor­ 
rid ones seen h ere. As a result. Cash - 
mere is th e Mecca for all 
Iiidlans. 
“Alth ough India is nominally under 
British rule,” said Mr. Desy, “th e gov­ 
ernors being appointed by th e crown, 
th e people h ave a large amount of 
self rule and are not interfered "with , 
provided th ey do not become obstrep­ 
erous. 
However, th e financial 
con­ 
ditions are bad th ere. I saw a great 
many cattle dead from lack of food, 
and in many places one can see no 
vegetation at all for miles. Th e farm- 
ers irrigate all th eir land, and culti­ 
vate only small patch es. Many farm- 
rs h ave to draw water by h and from 
ells six ty feet deep to water th eir 
crops. 
“As a rule, th e natives are all poor. 
Fifteen cents a day for h is labor. I 
h ave a grip th at weigh s seventy^five 
pounds, and I h ired two coolies to 
carry it for me th rough th e moun­ 
tains, a distance of fifteen miles. All 
th ey ch arged me was forty cents, but 
I paid th em more, .^ne can h ire two 
men to carry h im across th e moun­ 
tains for $2. 
In British India alone 
th ere are 380,000,000 people, and In 
th e entire country 500,000,000. Th ey 
are ignorant and superstitious, and 
wh ile I know in a gedferal way wh at 
th ey - eat, th ey never permit a wh ite 
man to see th em eat. Even th e ser­ 
vants at one’s h ome will not eat th ere, 
but will go to th eir own h ome.”

lere, so long as they gel good money 
for their fish. 
It is only in comparativ ely recent 
years that the German carp has be*- 
come a denizen of the Mississippi, 
but once introduced here it has bred 
rapidly, until it is now to he found in 
great numbers all along 
the 
upper 
Mississippi. In fact, so rapid has been 
the spread of this fish that sportsmen 
hav e become somewhat alarmed lest 
it should clean out the more gamy 
and better specimens of fish in the 
riv er, such as the black bass and pick ­ 
erel. 
Tlie carp is said to be a v or i- 
cious feeder and to liv e on smaller 
fish that come its way. 
The permission to seiii these fish 
and the ready mark et prov ided for 
them in the East is seeming to par­ 
tially solv e the problem as to how 
they shall be disposed 
of. 
In 
this 
seining the use of a net with not less 
than two and a quarter-inch mesh is 
recpiired, and it is also required that 
the fishermen licensed to use the seine 
must throw' back into the riv er an 3' 
game fish that are captured in this 
manner. 
Winona fisheimen are just begin­ 
ning to tak e,up this 
industry, 
but 
along the Wisconsin side of the riv e • 
there are some who hav e been fol .’ow­ 
ing it for sev eral months. A fav orite 
seining ground ov er there ^is Trem- 
peleau bay. 
For the successful oner 
ation of seines still water it required, 
and this is found in the bay 
'fhe 
carp and buffalo fish run in size from 
fiv e to twenty pounds, and the pres­ 
ent mark et price that is paid for them 
is tw'o cents a pcund. Quite a number 
of persons who hav e been clamming 
during the summer expect to tak e up 
seining during the winter, as they be­ 
liev e they will find !t mo. i profitable 
than clamming.
